College  of  Art 
the  poorest  college  in  the  State's 
College  System?  Why  are  twenty- 
two  million  dollar  community 
colleges  being  built  by  the  state 
while  our  roof  is  in  danger  of 
collapsing, the  foundry  areas 
so  unsafe  that  the  state  ordered 
them  closed? 

These  will  be  an  example  of 
the  questions  that  we  will  ask 
Mr.  Jack  Nolan, president  of  MCA 
in  an  interview  which  will  be 
taking  place  in  the  next  couple 
of  weeks. 

This  semester  the  FCG  will  be 
taking  an  indepth  look  at  the 
admini station.  Vfe  will  be  talk- 
to  each  of  the  College  Deans, 
and  seme  of  the  other  people  who 
determine  the  quality  of  life 
in  this  aging  institution. 

If  you  have  any  questions 
you  would  like  us  to  bring  to 
President  or  any  of  the  other 
individuals  guiding  the  course 
of  your  education, please  submit 
them  to  us.

Why  do  close  to  95%  of  all  the 
students  here  enjoy  taking  a  pas¬ 
sive  role  in  making  changes  in 
their  own  pigstye?  You  pay  tuition 
for  the  services  of  the  faculty  and 
administration  and  not  vice  versa. 

You  pay  for  the  unprofessionalism 
and  ineptitude  of  this  incredible 
zoo, while  you  go  on  blindly  making 
art.  Then  why  is  everyone  so  com¬ 
placent.  Certainly  your  artmaking 
isn't  as  nonconmital  as  your  social 
awareness.  Seme  say  that  you  are 
getting  what  you  paid  for  and  what 
you  deserve, but  you^are  being 
cheated.  Vfe  all  deserve  twice  as 
much, at  the  least  in  return. 

When  was  the  last  time  you  had 
a  decent  meal  in  the  school  cafe¬ 
teria?  You  have  been  paying  for 
extremely  poor  planning  from  our 
Dean  of  Students, for  solving  his 
headaches  and  not  the  school's 
food  problem. 

I  do  recognize  the  efforts 
made  during  intersession  and 
their  disappointments, but  what 
was  being  done  last  spring?  The 
people  in  power  were  in  no  hurry 
They  planned  to  scatter  the  students 
in  three  directions  and  still  had 
no  competent  plan  for  food  service* 
last  years  food  service  was  given 
every  opportunity  to  shape  15)  (too 
much) when  for  a  long  time  they  had 
repeatedly  violated  their  contract. 
Last  spring  at  one  All  College  Coun¬ 
cil  Meeting  I  expressed  my  hope  that 
if  the  machines  were  used,  they  would 
only  serve  as  a  supplement  to  real 
food.  The  machines  were  only  an 
excuse  to  avoid  problems, but  only 
created  more.  The  SGA  gave  up  on 
this  last  spring  because  decisions 
were  made  that  rendered  them 
power less. Last  fall  the  new  SGA 
had  little  say, and  this  winter 

the  same.  The  only  thing  pos¬ 
sible  for  this  semester  is  for 
each  person  to  donate  one  to  three 
hours  a  week  making  and  selling 
food. The  SGA, with  limited  funds, 
will  support  anyone  willing  to  help. 
It  is  hoped  that  once  catalyzed, 
day  to  day  service  could  be 
made  possible  by  us.

Tlie  food  service  problem 
has  been  a  perennial  headache 
the  administation  is  only  now 
coming  to  grips  with.  Hie  newer 
students  should  thank  their 
lucky  stars  if  they  never  en¬ 
countered  last  years  cuisine. 

Flies  in  the  food  last  year 
became  as  comronplace  as  this 
years  machines  breaking  down. 
Suffice  to  say  last  year's  serv¬ 
ice  was  given  ample  time  and 
steam  enough  warning  to  clean 
up  their  dirty  equipment  and 
lack  of  care  in  preparation 
and  presentation  of  food. 

For  awhile  the  service  did 
xnprove,but  not  enough  to  satis¬ 
fy  the  administration  and  the 
search  was  on.  The  running  of 
the  food  service  has  never  been 
a  particularly  thankful  or 
profitable  venture.  Hie  school 
is  tiny, with  only  about  a 
i  thousand  students, 

The  kitchen  is  woefully  out¬ 
dated,  containing  a  broken  stove 
and  a  refrigerator.lt  almost 
goes  without  saying  that  there 
never  were  any  plans  to  rectify 
this  situation, so  when  the  Col- 
ege  embarked  upon  it's  expedi¬ 
tion  to  ^ind  a  new  food  service 
last  spring  it  was  one  more 
poor  selling  point  the  school 
had  to  admit  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  service. 

The  College  mailed  invitations 
to  seventy-five  organizations 

and  individuals, and  only  received 
twenty-five  responses.  That  seems 
to  be  an  indication  of  how  poor 
a  prospect  MCA  seemed  to  be, even 
just  on  paper.  The  kitchen  is 
certainly  a  leading  candidate  for 
the  most  run-down  area  of  the 
building, and  must  have  made  the 
gallant  twenty-five  who  did  make 
it  in  here  shudder.  Hell, it  makes 
me  shudder  and  X  don't  even  have 
to  think  about  investing  any 
time  or  money  in  trying  to  make 
a  profit  from  selling  kids  food 
out  of  a  hell-hole. 

The  first  mistake  was  made  by 
bringing  in  machines  to  provide 
food  for  second  semester. I  was 
specially  distressed  to  find  that 
Syd  Kaplan, who  was  then  the  Dean  of 
of  Admini sr a tive  Services 
Administration  had  never  even  tried 
the  food  machines ; even  after  the 
students  started  punching  the 
machines  and  tipping  them  upside 
down  fs  an  expression  of  their 
dissatisfaction  writh  the  decision 
the  Administration  had  made.  I 
find  no  food  at  all  preferable  to 
the  goop  the  machines  foisted 
upon  us. 

However, the  lack  of  a  food 
service  in  the  cafeteria  has  seri¬ 
ously  disrupted  whatever  small 
sense  of  cormunity  the  College 
has  left.  The  Administration, 
creaking  like  the  1000  year  behe¬ 
moth  it  sometimes  seems  to  be 
worked  steadily  towards  finding 
a  food  service  after  the  vending 
machine  company  removed  their 
machines  altogether  after  the 
theft  of  the  change  making  ma¬ 
chine. 

After  another  round  of  inter¬ 
viewing  candidates , Dean  of  Stud-  . 
ents, David  0.  McGavem,who  had 
inherited  the  bulk  of  the  respon¬ 
sibility  in  the  search  for  a  food 
service, the  SGA,who  also  had  final 
approval  of  any  decision  that  was 
to  be  made, and  the  school  nurse, 
who  had  to  Check  the  nutritional 


value  of  the  menu  that  the  bidders 
provided,  decided  that  the  Marriot 
Hotel  Corporation, who  provide  the 
food  service  at  the  Children's  Hos 
pital  could  provide  an  excellant 
and  fairly  inexpensive  food  ser¬ 
vice.  However, the  week  before  the 
school  was  to  open  again  after 
intersession,the  Marriot  Corp. 
demanded  that  they  be  premised  a 
guaranteed  profit  of  ten  thousand 
dollars.  Yes, folks, you  read  it 
right- $1 0,000  or  they  would  back 
out  of  the  deal. 

Even  though  the  school  has  a 
population  of  close  to  13 00, it  is 
split  between  the  three  buildings . 
There  are  usually  no  more  than  400 
people  in  the  main  building,  with 
even  smaller  amounts  in  the  other 
building , making  a  profit  frem  a 
congregation  of  400  people  could 
be  a  risky  endeavor  of  course,  hut 
the  $10,000  guarantee  seemed  a 
cruel  condition  for  services  to 
ask  of  the  poorest  college  in  the 
entire  state  college  system. 

Dean  McGavem  has  written  to 
the  President  of  the  Marriot  Corp. 
deploring  their  last  minute  case 
of  cold  feet, as  an  insult  to  the 
system  of  free  enterprise  that 
should  be  the  concern  of  an  ugly 
and  huge  corp.  such  as  Marriot, 
not  guaranteed  profits  and  last 
minute  throttling  of  well  laid 
plans. 

As  you  know, there  has  been  no 
food  service  this  semester. The 
SGA  and  Dean  of  Students  have 
been  the  brunt  of  much  criticism 
for  their  failure  to  provide  the 
students  with  a  service, both  have 
been  accosted  in  the  halls, but  a 
recent  SGA  meeting  to  discuss  the 
crisis  drew  fourteen  people, so  the 
discomfort  the  student  body  has 
felt  since  the  beginning  of  the 
semester  couldnlt  have  been  that 
bad, RIGHT  GANG???? 

As  this  article  is  being 
written, negociations  are  being 
made  between  the  Dean  of  Students 
and  two  finalists  in  a  decision 
to  try  and  find  a  ccmpetant  food 
service  for  the  College.  A  decis¬ 
ion  will  be  made  by  Wednesday, I 
have  been  premised  by  Dave  McGav- 


em,and  implementation  of  the 
food  service  that  is  chosen  could 
take  less  than  a  week. look  for  a 
special  edition  of  The  Fat  City 
Gazette  as  soon  as  we  are  sure 
of  the  final  choice  and  it's 
menu. 

In  the  meantime,  the  SGA  is 
standing  by  with  a  menu  and  a 
plan  for  a  food  service  of  it's 
own  in  the  case  of  the  plans 
falling  through  again.  So, if  we 
can  all  sit  tight, we  should 
have  a  food  service  before  you 
can  say  "BROKEN  MACHINE"
